While tis colleagues 
payed cards in the barracks or 
studied military tactics, the 
twonty-thiee year old newcomer 
turned out a Greek grammar 
Ihat became a standard work in 
Pealish schools for years. 

Tun those devs Lord D'Abernon 
Vas known as Edgar Vincent, 
ceocendenft of one of Britain’s 
o'dest facilies. He resumed hts 
iedies and became a shrewd fi- 
“and economic expert. 
Then, when he was only tw enty- 
live, he was appointed to repre- 
sent England, Belgium and Hol- 
land on a council supervising the 
reorganization of Turkey's publics 

debt 


S° remarkable was young Vin- 
cent’s work with this council 
he was hailed as a prodigy 
genius. When he was twen- 
six, he was made. financial 
r to the Egyptian govern- 
ment and three years later re- 
turned to Turkey as governor of 
ine Tinperial Ottoman Bank. He 
was of such vouthful anpearance 
for bis important and nighly re- 
sponsible position that he grew 
a beard to make himself look 
older and he has worn chis beard 
Sanee 

The young prodigy continually 
surrounded himself with intel- 
lectuals, peets and musicians. He 

farted to collect rare objects 
end prided himself on his appre- 
clation of fine wines. It was nat- 
Ural that his success should 
make some folks envious of him 
and cause them to become rivals 
and enemies. These whispered 
that his financial operations in 
Turkey were not altogether dis- 
interested. 

Shortly after he left the gov- 
ernorship of the Impenal Otto- 
man Bank, a heavy run began 
on the institution, the aftermath 
ct a period of widespread specu- 
lation. French eritics declared 
the bank was saved only by 
I'rench and Austrian assistance. 
aes Vincent's term, the bank 

‘1d endorsed new companies 
wi.ose shares soared spectacular- 
ly and then collapsed. A leading 
Paris newspaper accused the 
vouns English genius of plune- 
ing Turkey into a fever of stock 
market speculations and. profit- 
ing by the general financial ig- 
nhorance in the country 

At anv rate, Vincent is said to 
have returned to England with a 
fortune. The criticism of his op- 
erations was discounted, and in 
189% he entered Parliament. He 
was not considered veiy success- 
ful in this new role. fe there- 
fore left public life until 1920. 
when he was appointed Ambas- 
saaor to Berlin. His French crit- 
ics then began a new attack. 
charging that he had persuaded 
Lioyd George to give him the 
appointment so that he could 
protect several valuable German 
Industrial enterprises, which he, 
with some Br-tish and American 
eolleagues had purchased for a 
song. However, there was never 
any question of the value of his 
work during the Six years he 
served as ambassador. He was 
inade a Viscount on ms return to 
England.
